Washington, D. C., March 15.—[Spe- 


clal}j—The administration has made} 


up its mind to force a showdown with 
congress over what it regards as an 
attempt by the legislative branch of 
the government to usurp the powers of 
the President as commander in chief 


 Ief the army and navy. 


The issue will be brought squarely 
before the house tomorrow when the 
army appropriation bill is brought up. 
Kahn of California, 
chairman of the military affairs com- 
nittee, with the backing of President 
‘Harding and the war department, will* 


geek to eliminate the provision of the 


bill which is designed to regulate the. 
distribution of the United States army. 


Hamstrings the Army. 
- Making use of its control of the gov- 
emment purse strings, the house ap- 
propriations committee has written into 
the army bill a provision which says 


‘that “no part of the appropriations 


made herein for pay of the army shall 
be used, except in time of emergency, 
for the payment of troops garrisoned 
in China or for the’ payment of more 
than 500 officers and enlisted men on 
&e continent of Europe; nor shall such 
appropriations be used, except in time 
@emergency, for the payment of more 
an 5,000 enlisted men in the Panama 
Canal Zone or more than 5,000 enlisted 
Men in the Hawalian islands.” 

This provision means that the ad- 
Ministration would be compelled, on 
@& before July 1, to withdraw all the 
oops on the Rhine, leaving only about 
0 in France to finish certain neces- 
mfy work. The limitation, if adopted, 
Will require thé return of approximate- 
ly 6,500 enlisted men from the Ha- 
Wallan islands, approximately 2,000 
from the Canal Zone, approximately 
$000 from Germany, and about 600 
from China, making a total of 14,100 
© be returned to the United States, 
according to the appropriations com- 
mittee’s figures. | 


Work of “ Little Army” Men. © 

The total strength of the army pro- 
Vided for in- the bill is 11,000 officers 
and 115,000 enlisted men compared 
with a pres=nt strength of 13,000 offi- 
ters and 139,000 enlisted: men, which 
the war department regards as a mini- 
mum to which the size of the army can 
be safely cut. 

When the appropriations committee 
fret proposed to cut the enlisted 
Mrength of the army to 115,000, the 
war department protested that this 
figure would not allow sufficient men 
maintain the army in continental 
United States at an efficient peace time 
skeletonized basis. 


Overseas Forces Cut Down.

SEEK FIREBUG 


Inquiry On; Insur- 
ance $3,500,000.

While two committees of the city 
council, the state’s attorney, the fire 
attorney, the coroner, and _ several 
other law enforcing agencies began 
separate investigations into the Canal 
street fire which swept away an entire 
city block early yesterday-morning, in- 
surance companies and property ex- 
perts placed the loss definitely at $8,- 
000,000. this $3,500,000° wag cov- 


|ered by insurance. 


Thé fire resulted in the death of one 
fireman, James McGovern, 1900 North 
Washtenaw avenue, and the injury of 
a score of others. It also burned out 
the interior of the fourteen story Bur- 
lington railway office building ‘at Jack- 
son boulevard and Clinton street. 

Lays Disaster to Firebug. 

The action of the council in voting 
two investigations followed a prelimi- 
na:y quiz by Fire Attorney Shirley T. 
High, who announced that the confla- 


| gration was probably started by @ fire- 


bug. During Mr. High caused 
one man to be arrested, but later or- 
dered his release, asserting no evider> 
against him had been uncovered. 
Should the various investigations re- 


| suit in confirming the arson theory and 


the arrest of the man or men respon- 
sible immediate prosecution for mur- 
der will follow,, according to a state- 
ment made by Assistant State's tor- 
ney Edgar A. Jonas last night. The 
murder charge, if lodged, would be 
based upon Fireman McGovern's death. 

Mr. High announced last night that 
his office will resume the inquiry today. 

“We have some good leads upon 
which we can work,” he said. “It will 
be several days before the invegtiga- 
tion is complete, but I believe we will 
find something important.” | 

New “Firebug” Yarn Doubted. 

Henry Miller, 35 years old, 2721 Polk 
street, tells a story indicating that a 
firebug may | have started the fire. 
Miller is being held by the central po- 
lice and will be questioned this morn- 
ing by Fire Attorney High. Miller was 
taken into custody after he told Jerry 
‘Taylor, 438 South Halsted street, that 
he had leaped from the fourth floor of 
the Austin building to escape the 
flames. He said he was employed 
there as an assistant janitor. 

“TI was told Tuesday by a colored 
janitor known as Jackson that he was 
going to set the place on fire,” Miller 
told the police. “Jackson gavé me a 
punch in the face to be sure I kept my 
mouth shut.” 

Miller showed no effects from his | 
“jump” nor any mark from .“ Jack-| 
son’s” fist. The police place little 
credence in his story. 

Fooled by False Alarm. 

The fire attorney will attempt to de- 
termine who turned in the false alarm 
that took the engine company located 
nearest the fire out of its quarters at 
the time the flames were started.

Marie, the daughter, 
and the boatmen swam to shore, but 
Mr. and Mrs. Simon disappeared... 

Hundreds of volunteers attempted 
to find them, but it was an hour later 
when cries wére heard down stream. 
Mr. Simon was found on a sandbar 
submerged to his neck but holding his 
wife, unconscious, above his -head.

THE PROGRESS OF THE 
BOMBING BUSINESS. 


The bombing of the home of Ald. Charles Agnew, 
which shook several of the finest houses and apart- 
‘ments in the city, 
Unless a new attitude is taken by the police, the 
courts, and the public in such matters, this outrage 
will be followed by others and by loss of life. 

Many months ago THE TRIBUNE pointed out the 


apparent indifference of the public and the authori- | 


ties to bombing cases. Dozens of cases were cited 
where the interest of the police and the public had 
died away almost as quickly as the dust and smoke 
of the explosion. It is quite natural, amid such 
indifference, that the bombing business should 


It first became popular as a method of extortion. 
Criminals used threats to bomb to extort money 
from business men and householders, and occa- 
sionally carried their threats into effect. Then the 
field was broadened. Bombs were used as an in- 
strument of unscrupulous labor leaders. Open shop 
laundries, flats with nonunion janitors, movie 
houses which defied orders were damaged and 
annoyed. The system was carried into politics. 
Meetings were broken up with tragic results. It 
was carried into racial animosities. Homes and 


men who rented or sold to colored persons were 
dynamited again and again. 

So far as we recall at the moment, there has 
never been an arrest or conviction of a single one of 
these miscellaneous bombers. With such evidence 
of safety, this branch of criminal trade has nat- 
urally expanded. It will continue to expand as long 
as the perpétrators are unpunished. 

We need a little detective work. When a flat 
with a nonunion janitor is bombed, the police have 
a very good idea where to look for the bomber. 
When a movie in trouble with picture operators is 
bombed, the police have a very good idea of the 
group responsible. If a west side merchant is 
bombed after receiving threatening letters, the 


the ones responsible. There is no more reason why 
these crimes should remain unsolvable than why a 
murder or a robbery should remain so. In the 
Agnew case no motive is evident, and there will be 
others without evident motive. But if the perpe- 
trators of those outrages where a motive is ap 
parent are punished, the extension of the crimes to 
others, cases more difficult of solution, will be re- 
duced. We need to send a few bomb throwers to 
jail for fifteen or twenty years.

London, which already possesses the largest sub- 
way system in the world, might without prejudice 
be expected to know something about the value of 
that form of rapid transit. It does know something, 
founded on experience.

The cost will be about $22,000,000. The work will 
give employment to 20,000 men for two years. The 
improvement will tap new suburbs, and thereby 
expand the city and improve its resources. It is 
no experiment, but an economic sure thing, as has 
been proved through operation of the subway sys- 
tem for many years. London expects to get the 
money back with interest through the enhance- 
ment of advantages’ which the improvement will 
offer to business enterprises and private residents 
of the city.

Chicago, March 13.—I am’ curious to 
know what your exact purpose was in 
giving practically a page to a review of 
John Dos Passos’ book, ‘“ Three Sol- 
diers,” Monday. Was it to advertise the 
book, or just to discredit it? And who is 
this person who wrote the review, any- 
way? Why hasn’t he guts enough to 
sign his name like a man instead of 
hiding behind the legend of “A Member 
of the First Division, a Legionnaire, a 


Father, and a Citizen” ? Frankly, it 
all sounds rather phony. I was an eéen- 
listed man in the American army during 
1918-'19, and, just between ourSelves, 
your anonymous author’s article doesn’t 
sound like an ex-soldier speaking. 

' Perhaps armies, as institutions, cannot 
be conducted without the rigorous 
pression of every evidence of the indi- 
vidual’s power to think for himself. But 
this does not.alter the case in the slight- 
est, nor the facts as they were, that the 
lot of the individual, which was the lot 
of the enlisted man, was one subjected to 
all the petty meannesses of which the 
human animal is capable; and this, I be- 
lieve, is Mr. Dos Passos’ main contention 
in his novel, “ Three Soldiers.” 

Being in the army was mfiuch—I'll say, 
I imagine—like being in prison; and if 
there is a fault anywhere in the whole 
condition it is that the analogy can be 
carried a degree farther and the system 
of the army likened to that of the prison 
—harsh, brutal, and obsolete. If there is 
a remedy for this fault, it lies in the 
improvement of the army system, just as 
the prison system has been improved, 
and a correction of the modus operandi 
that has obtained of first making com- 
missioned officers and then promoting 
them. Mr. Dos Passos’ book, “ Three 
Soldiers,”’ is a long step forward.

CREEPS UPWARD 


U. S. Reports Slight Gain 
During February. 


BY ARTHUR EVANS. 
Employment in manufacturing indus- 
tries is now creeping upwards. At the 
beginning of March, sixty-five. indus- 


trial centers in the United States had . 


about one-half of one per cent more 


‘ workers on the payrolls of the mills 


and factories than at the beginning 
of February. So the department of 
labor reported last night in the monthly 


' gurvey made by the United States em- 


ployment service. The February gain 
in jobs was small, but the point is that 
it was a gain—in December and Janu- 


ary the movement was downward, due . 


largely to the regular seasonal slump. 
Of the sixty-five cities, forty-four re- 
ported increased employment, Sioux 


City, Ia., and Omaha, Neb., topping the © 


list with gains of about 27 per cent. 
In twenty-one of the cities decreased 
employment was registered. The fall- 
ing off was as great as 66 per cent in 
Manchester, N.‘H. Chicago dropped 
off about one-half of one per cent, ac- 
cording to the report. 
Improvement Distributed. 

When the industries are sorted into 
groups, the improvement though small 
seems to have been well distributed. 
Only two industries showed decreased 
employment during February the sur- 
vey says, and these were textiles and 
their products and paper and printing. 

Increases were reported by the other 
twelve industries classified. The larg- 
est improvement was in the automobile 
industries, which put more than 6 per 
cent more men to work during the 


month, 
Basic Lines Move Up. 

Basic lines such as iron and steel 
and metal products, food products, rail- 
road repair shops, all moved up a notch, 
denoting that improyement is being 
felt down at the roots. The tron and

GARDEN fhewav 


FOR CELERY; EASY TO GROW. | 


ROWING ordinary celery is a job 
many gardeners do not tackle 
because of the work to blanch 
the -stalks, For those who do 

not care to take the time to bank and 
cultivate celery, celeriac, sometimes 
called “root celery” or “German cel- 
ery,” makes an excellent substitute. 
Celeriac resembles celery when it is 
young, but the edible part is the root, 
which develops something like a tur- 
nip. While a few gardeners grow celer- 
iac, and it has been commonly found 
in vegetable markets during the last 
few years, it still is a rare plant with 
many growers. It is used in making 
soups and stews, having the same fla- 
vor as celery, and is easily kept in a 
cellar during the winter. It is also 
boiled, sliced cold, and used as a salad, 
Celeriac is more easily grown than 
celery, developing” best in rich soil 
when the weather is cool. For that 
reason the seed should be sown early. 
Start the seed in a window box or 
hotbeds. To encourage the growth of 


roots, pull up the best plants and set 
them in pots indoors, or transfer to 
another part of the hotbed. Some 
truckers regard this extra shifting of 
the plants, before they are finally 
transplanted to the field, as being an 
essential part of growing celeriac. 
Keep the ground stirred and watered 
regularly after the plants are set in 
the open. To send the feeding roots 
deeper, rake the soil away from the 
top part of the roots.
